But trees that have died in the 
area between sidewalk and 
residence may pose a charge 
gainst the city. 


Whatever the legal aspects, 


this is a crisis that calls for 
group action so that young trees 
may be set out this Winter. A 
committee of S. Main St. 
property owners should be 
named 
to 
manage 
the 


replanting Jobs in one contract, 
which should be the cheapest 
method. If such a committee is 
organised and property owners 
can not get help from the city 
then this newspaper will make 
a contribution. 


Whether the city pays or does 


not pay the replanting program 
should be worked through city 
channels, private payments, if 
my, being made to the city.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Law- 


yers for the Democratic party 
try again today to file allega- 
tions that former Commerce 
Secretary Maurice H. Stans 
played a key role in the bug- 


ging and burglarizing of Demo- 
cratic National Committee of- 
fices last June. 


The charges are contained in 


an amended complaint to the 
civil invasion-of-privacy suit 


filed by the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee and Lawrence F. 
O'Brien, its former chairman. 


But when attorneys tried to 


file the complaint Monday, the 
clerk refused to accept it be- 
cause it was not accompanied 
by a motion asking U.S. Dist. 
Court Judge Charles Ridley's 
permission to amend the origi- 
nal filing. 


The new complaint alleges 


that Stans, now finance chair- 


man of the Committee for the 
Re-Election of the President, 
and Hugh Sloan, former com- 
mittee treasurer, gave $114,000 
in unreported Republican cam- 
paign funds last April 11, to G. 
Gordon Liddy, a former White 
House and GOP campaign aide, 
to finance the activities of the 
men charged with breaking into 
the Democratic party offices. 
rK The complaint named Liddy, 
E. Howard Hunt Jr., formerly 


employed as a consultant by 
the White House, and James W. 
McCord, former security chief 
for the presidential campaign 
committee, as "commanding 
personnel" of what it called the 
"political espionage squad." 


Clark MacGregor, President 


Nixon's campaign chairman, 
said the charges against Stans 
and Sloan would be "grossly li- 
belous" if made outside a court 
complaint. He said he has di- 


rected attorneys to file civil 
suit against O'Brien and the 
Democrats for "malicious pros- 
ecution and abuse of process." 


"The allegations are false 


and Mr. O'Brien and his friends 
are well aware they all are 
false," said MacGregor. 


Stans called the accusations 


"a scurrilous pack of lies." 


MacGregor called on Sen. 


George McGovern, Democratic 
presidential candidate, to dis- 


close who on the Republican 
campaign payroll has fed infor- 
mation to the Democrats. 


MacGregor referred to news 


reports that information in the 
amended complaint giving de- 
tails of the alleged bugging of 
Democratic party telephones 
had come from a participant in 
the activities.

The state Committee to Study 


Public School Finance and the 
Property Tax also recommend- 
ed that timber be declared a 
crop, which would mean that it 
would no longer be subjected to 
assessment for valorem taxes 
each year. 


The committee adopted eight 


recommendations presented by 
Richard W. Longing, director of 
the state Commerce Depart- 
ment. 


Longing said some way had 


to be found to force counties to 
raise the assessments of all un- 
der appraised property to the le- 
gal level — 18 per cent — in- 
stead of only the 3 per cent of 
the property sampled by the 
state. 


The state Assessment Coordi- 


nation Division is supposed to 
sample assessments in each 
county every year and, based 
on those samples, publish the 
average assessment in the 
county- Five months later, any 
county falling under 18 per cent 
must have raised its assess- 
ments or face a loss in state 
turnback funds. 


Longing said frequently as- 


sessors merely raised the as- 
sessments of the property sam- 
pled by the Assessment Coordi- 
nation Division so that the sec- 
ond survey by the state showed 


the county had complied 


with the law. 


He suggested making the 


identity of the division's sam- 
ples a secret, at least until the 
county had raised its assess- 
ments. 


The committee adopted Long- 


ing's proposal that a search be 
made of ways to prevent coun- 
ties from raising the assess- 
ments only on sampled proper- 
ty.The committee also adopted 
his suggestion that counties not 
go below 19 per cent of the val- 
ue in the annual ratios or above 
21 per cent. Now, counties can- 


not fall below 18 per cent and 
there is no ceiling. 


Timber is not 'generally 


treated as a crop by assessors. 
It is supposed to be appraised 
annualy and as the timber 
grows its value for tax pur- 
poses is raised. Timber groups 
have insisted that it should be 
treated as a crop like anything 
else that is harvested period- 
ically. 


Other recommedations made 


by the committee were: 


—Give the Assessment Coor- 


dination Division power to force 
county assessors to use uniform 


assessment forms and proce-

vide funds for assessors to hire 
trained deputies in every coun- 
ty.

—Turn the assessment of in- 


tangible personal propery over 
to the state. The committee 
voted to search for ways to as- 
sess intangibles.

KKK is using 
He detectors 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - 


An official of the Ku Klux Klan 
says the organization is using 
lie detector tests to root out 
government informers. 


Jim Harris, a Cincinnati con- 


tractor and Ohio grand dragon 
of the United Klans of America, 
said Monday that Imperial Wiz- 
ard Robert Shelton of Atlanta, 
Ga., had ordered the polygraph 
tests for all Klansmen. 


Harris said the FBI has 


planted informants in the Klan 
and "every organization in the 
country." 


"The first purpose we have to 


solve," he said, "is this infor- 
mants business. We have to 
fight the FBI first. Then we 
can start on other goals." 


Harris said 
Klan organ- 


izations in 22 states already 
have the polygraph machines. 
He said the Ohio Klan would 
have o;ie in about two weeks. 


Harris said he, Shelton and 


other Klan officials already 
have taken the test. 


The Klan headquarters in 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., had estab- 
lished a school in which Klans- 
men are learning to operate the 
machines, which cost $500 each, 
he added. 


Harris said that the Klan had 


hired "professional polygraph 
men" to give tests in Alabama 
last year, but that "the FBI 
threatened to pull their licenses 
if they gave tests to Klan 
people." 


"The whole federal system is 


our enemy," he said. "There is 
no democracy or freedom of 
the people."

man in Saigon said the marines 
entered the Citadel through a 
bomb hole in the southern wall 
after clearing out North Viet- 
namese bunkers just outside. 
He reported that other marine 
units were attacking the Citadel 
from the north, the east and 
the south. 


Officers in Quang Tri report- 


ed that many North Vietnam- 
ese were surrendering without 
a fight. One reportedly said he 
had joined the North Vietnam- 
ese army only seven weeks ago 
and had been rushed to Quang 
Tri front with hardly any train- 
ing. 


Marine casualties in the 


fighting were described as 
"moderate," and one officer 
conceded: "We have also been 
taking some knocks." 


In the air war against North 


Vietnam, U.S. fighter-bombers 
cut both the northeast and 
northwest rail lines to China 
again, destroyed more than 20 
boxcars loaded with supplies 
and wrecked 45 buildings in a 
big barracks complex, the 7th 
Air Force said. The raids 
ranged from 60 miles northeast 
of Hanoi to 120 miles northwest, 
and the closest to the Chinese 
border were within 30 miles,

Soldier 
kidnaps 
soldiers 


SAIGON (AP) — A young 


American soldier surrendered 
to military authorities today 
after abducting four other sol- 
diers and holing up with one of 
them in a house on Saigon's 
outskirts. 


Pvt. Lawrence R. Tanner, 20, 


of Orange, Tex., gave up when 
military police fired tear gas 
into the house after a brief ex- 
change of shots in which one of 
the 
security 
officers 
was 


slightly wounded, the U.S. Com- 
mand said. 


The soldier's intentions were 


not clear but members of his 
unit, a helicopter company, 
said he "indicated that he 
wanted to leave the country." 


Officials said he had armed 


himself with an M16 rifle and a 
pistol, then put his four hos- 
tages in a jeep and drove them 
the 12 miles from their base at 
Long Binh to Saigon. 


Arriving in Saigon, he freed 


three of the hostages, aban- 
doned the jeep and hired a taxi 
to take him and the fourth 
hostage to the house near the 
U.S. 
Army Hospital and Tan 


Son Nhut Air Base, the Com- 
mand said. 


Command spokesmen said 


the hostages were 1st Lt. Lon- 
nie E. Week, 25, of Bardonia, 
N.Y.; 1st Sgt. John F. Johnson, 
45, of Floodwood, Minn.; Spec. 
4 Earl Tilley, 19, of Bristol, 
Vt.; and Pfc. Steven W. Ander- 
son, 21, of San Leandro, Calif. 
None were hurt.

in Little Rock 


Aug. 8,1971. 


In appealing, Meyers con- 


tended that the evidence did 


not support a breach of the 
peace conviction and that Cir- 
cuit Court Judge William J. 
Kirby, ruling on appeal from 
Municipal Court, erred by ap- 
plying the resisting arrest vio- 
lation in the case since the ar- 
resting officer was an off-duty 
policeman. 


The officer, Patrolman Mike 


Carter, was working at the 
time as a motel security guard. 
The record said that after re- 
peatedly warning Meyers and 
some of his associates to stay 
off a motel balcony, Carter 
heard Meyers shouting obsce- 
nities and "pigs" in the room. 
The arrest followed.

BALTIMORE (AP) — John 


Mackey, voted the best tight 
end during the first 50 years of 
pro football, refuses to be a 
part-time player for the Balti- 
more Colts. 


But the veteran of nine sea- 


sons in the National Football 
League denies a club statement 
that he has retired from the 
sport. 


The Colts announced Mackey 


had retired Monday after re- 
porting they had been unsuc- 
cessful in attempting to trade 
the 30-year-old tight end to any 
of the other 12 American Con- 
ference teams. 


Mackey denied he had retired 


and also charged that the Colts 
had refused to place him on 
waivers or release him out- 
right.

"I haven't retired," Mackey 


said. "I'm healthy, able and 
looking for a new team ... and 
new coach.

his case. He also reported that 
Ed Garvey, executive director 
of the players' union, would 
talk with the league office to- 
day.

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - 


The Memphis School Board 
voted in a marathon session 
Monday to adopt a busing time- 
table that would begin in 
January for elementary school 
students. 


Supt. John P. Freeman rej>. 


ommended that the busing1 of 
nearly 14,000 city school pupils 
be implemented at the end of 
the first semester in January 
for grades 1-6 and in September 
1973 for junior and senior high 
school students. 


The board must submit the 


timetable to a federal court 
Tuesday. 


The board said the plan, or- 


dered in April by U.S. District 
Judge Robert M. McRae Jr. 
and affirmed Aug. 29 by an ap- 
peals court, could be placed in 
effect by late November or De- 
cember. But the board said 
busing could not start without 
disruption of the schools before 
the end of the first semester in 
January. 


The board also emphasized in 


a resolution that it is seeking a 
stay in the busing order from 
the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals at Cincinnati, Ohio. 
The board is planning an ap- 
peal of the McRae order. 


Freeman told the school 


board he favored contracting 
with a private firm for the re- 
quired busing rather than using 
the Memphis Transit Authority.

The Senate Finance Com- 


mittee came up with a formula 
generally increasing the rural 
and poorer states' share over 
the large, industrial states com- 
pared to the apportionment 
granted in the House version. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 


made a final effort to change 
the committee's plan with a 
new method of distribution to 
aid the urbanized states. He 
lost on a 57-27 vote. 


Under his amendment, $1.5 


billion would have been added 
to the bill over the five-year pe- 
riod the program covers. Also, 
funds would have been dis- 
tributed on the basis of the de- 
gree of urbanization of the 
states. 


"The industrialized states are 


shortchanged under the com- 
mittee bill," Javits declared. 
"The cities are where the prob- 
lems are." 


However, Sen. Russell B. 


Long, D-La., floor manager for 
the bill and Finance chairman, 
said: 


"We voted to give more mon- 


ey to the poor states and less to 
the wealthy ones, and that cer- 
tainly is justified."

Court rules in favor 
of CIA secrecy oath 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) — 


The 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals has ruled that the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency has the 
right to impose a secrecy path 
on its employes, but has limited 
the scope of the oath to classi- 
fied matters. 


The Monday decision in- 


volved in effort by a former 
CIA employe, Victor L. March- 
etti, to remove himself from 
the oath so he can publish a 
book about the 
intelligence 


agency. 


Marchetti 
resigned 
three 


years ago after working 14 
years for the CIA, including a 
stint as executive assistant to 
the deputy director. 


Last May, U. S. District 


Court Judge Albert V. Bryan 
Jr. of Alexandria granted the 


U. S. government an injunction 
barring Marchetti from publish- 
ing information about the CIA. 


Basing his ruling on secrecy 


oaths signed by Marchetti when 
he joined the CIA and when he 
left, Bryan ruled Marchetti 
would have to submit any infor- 
mation about the CIA to the 
agency for approval. 


The appeals court, in a M 


decision written by Chief Judge 
Clement F. Haynsworth Jr., up- 
held the lower court, saying the 
secrecy oaths are legal and 
constitutional contracts. The 
appeals court remanded the 
case to the district court with 
directions to confine the limita- 
tions of the restraining order to 
classified information and to al- 
low Marchetti a chance to pur- 
sue further legal action.

a heart murmur which he 
has had for many years. 
Most doctors have made 
light of it, but the last doc- 
tor he saw gave him digitalis 
tablets and the doctor said 
his heart was sluggish. Is 
there an exercise to strength- 
en his heart muscle? He also 
has to take a Hydrodiuril pill 
once a day. He was X-rayed 
and they found the bladder 
was holding water. What 
causes this? Is the Hydro- 
diuril pill for the bladder? 
I'd appreciate your explain- 
ing this and would like to 
know the best tiling to do 
and if there is a cure for the 
heart murmur through ex- 
ercise.

murs can mesa a number of 
different things. They can be 
innocent findings m a young 
child, or they can be an in- 
dication of disease of valves 
in the heart or otber evi- 


dence of h e a r t disease. 
Whether or npt the murmur 
is important the older a per- 
son gets in our society it is 
common for there to be fatty 
changes or atherosclerosis 
in the arteries to the heart 
muscle. 


If this condition or other 


defects of the heart cause 
the heart muscle to become 
weakened, then 
the 
indi- 


vidual has what we call heart 
failure. Expressed simply, 
this means that the heart 
muscle is too weak to do an 
efficient job of pumping the 
blood When this occurs the 
body tends to retain salt and 
with the salt, the body re- 
tains water. 


It's a common and very 


good treatment in most of 
these conditions, to give the 
patient digitalis. This heart 
m e d i c i n e stimulates the 
heart muscle 
to contract 


more efficiently and helps 
the heart to improve it s 
ability in pumping blood. 
When it does this successful- 


ly, the improved circulation 
mobilizes the excess fluid 
and salt and they are elim- 
inated by the kidney. 


Sometimes 
to help the 


elimination of the excess salt 
and water, the patient will 
take a water pill or Hydro- 
diuril to help. The purpose 
of this pill is strictly limited 
to helping the person get rid 
of the excess salt and the 
water. It has nothing to do 
with the bladder. 


It is very important that a 


person who is taking any of 
the digitalis medicines and 
a water pill for heart prob- 
lems continue to take them 
exactly as he has been told 
to do. Usually the individual 
needs to take the digitalis for 
life. It is dangerous to stop 
taking such medicines with- 
out the specific approval ol 
your doctor. 


Although exercise is won- 


derful for preventing heart 
disease and preventing heart 
attacks, it has absolutely no 
use whatever in the treat- 


Bank secrecy Act is blasted 


SAN rRANCISCO (At») - A 


three-judge federal panel has 
ruled that part of the new Bank 
Secrecy Act is "an unreason* 
able invasion of privacy" and 
therefore unconstitutional in re- 
quiring banks to report the do- 
mestic transactions of custom- 
ers. 


The court in a 2 to 1 decision 


issued a temporary injunction 
Monday against the reporting 
practice. But it ordered banks 
to continue to keep microfilmed 
records of alt checks and de- 
posits and continue to report 
foreign transactions to the U.S. 
treasury. 


Andrew J. Shepard, president 


of the iSft-member California 
Banters Association, indicated 
his group would continue to 
seek elimination of microfilm 
records of all domestic deposits 
and checks. 


As for the act's foreign provi- 


sions, Shepard said, "We agree 
that measures are necessary to 
eliminate the illegal flow of 
funds overseas." 


But he said his group feels 


that the court, in throwing out 
domestic reporting require- 
ments, has "upheld the tradi- 
tional confidential relationships 


between banks and theif cus- 
tomers,"

veloping the portfolios not only 
of individual investors but of 
trusts, pensions, mutual funds 
and other institutions. In-out 
trading was the fad. 


Now performance seems to 


have had its day. As anyone 
who casually follows the mar- 
ket knows, many of the in- 
stitutional and private investors 


; who amassed fortunes by turn- 


ing over the portfolios 100 per 
cent in a year are broke. And

No equivocation, 
no asterisks, no broad ex- 
ceptions. But the reasons have 
changed some over the years. 


"Tax laws and inflation com- 


bine against the trader. He 
loses too much capital in 
taxes," he says. "Investing be- 
comes a house game in which 
the odds are stacked against 
him as they are at the race 
track or the casino." 


Each time the trader sells at 


a profit he pays a tax, to say 
nothing of a broker's fee. But 
the long-term investor not only 
pays taxes at a lower rate but 
he pays only once instead of 
two or three times over the 
same time span. 


If securities are traded rath- 


er than held, says Henderson, 
the income tax removes capital 
that otherwise should be com- 
pounding. 


The combination of taxes and 


inflation, he states, sometimes 
cancels out what appear at the 
time to be profits. Of course, 
securities held in the vault are 
hurt by inflation too — but not 
by taxes or broker's fees.

Q. I have income from in- 


vestments and savings. Does 
this affect my social security 
checks? 


A. No. Only earnings from 


work or self employment af- 
fects your social security 
checks. 


Q. My mother died recently 


and she was receiving social 
security checks on my father's 
record. Will social security pay 
anything on her funeral ex- 
penses? 


A. Only if she had worked 


long enough under social 
security. If she had a social 
security number of her own, 
telephone the social security 
office and let us check this for 
you. 


Q. I don't have a birth cer- 


tificate; will I have to have one 


before I file for social security? 


A. If a public record or a 


church record made before 
your fifth birthday is available, 
one of these proofs must be 
furnished as evidence of your 
age. If one of these records is 
not available, there are many 
other kinds of evidence to use. 
Call the social security office 
and discuss this if you need 
assistance. 


Q. I plan to retire when I am 


62. My wife has never worked 
and paid social security but is a 
year older than I am. Can she 
receive any social security 
benefits? 


A. Yes. She can receive 


benefits based on your record 
when you become eligible for 
benefits. 


Q. I am receiving social 


security disability benefits. Am 
I entitled to Medicare? 


A. No. You must be 65 years 


of age or older to be entitled to 
Medicare.

Men in syphilis study thought 
they were in a 'social club' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Over 


the years of a federal syphilis 
study in Aalabama, some of the 
black men who participated 
were led to believe they had 
joined a popular type of social 
club. 


Reports written during the 


past 40 years by U.S. public 
health 
Service 
doctors 
in 


charge of the 
experiment, 


called the Tuskegee Study, de- 
scribe clearly the doctors' feel- 
ings that the men were so igno- 


rant that they had to be re- 
warded and punished like chil- 
dren to get them and keep 
them in the program which de- 
nied the men treatment for sy- 
philis. 


Of the first 92 autopsies per- 


formed on the untreated syphi- 
litics in the experiment, PHS 
doctors said they found 28 had 
died as a direct result of the 
untreated disease. And dozens^ 
of other men suffered crippling 
side-effects.

The drawing will be held immediately after the close of 
registration at 5:00. Persons who cannot attend the 
registration can have someone register for them. Per- 
sons registering for those not present must fill out a 
separate form for each applicant. Each application, 
whether done in person or by proxy, must include ap- 
plicant's name, complete mailing address, and, for those 
16 and older, the 1972-73 hunting license number. Hunters 
under 16 must state their age in lieu of license number. 
All improperly completed registration blanks will be 
disqualified. Party requests up to six will be accepted 
provided they are stapled and submitted together. The 
entire party will receive permits if their request is drawn 
and is valid. Only one permit request may be submitted 
per person, either as an individual or with a party. 


Persons need not be present at the drawing to be 


eligible. Those persent whose names are drawn may, if 
they wish, pay their 15.00 and receive their permits or 
they may send payment later and receive their permit by 
mail. Persons not present at the drawing will be notified 
il they are successful and the permits will be issued upon 
receipt of the $5.00 fee. All persons sending payment by 
mail must send a $5.00 Cashier's check or money order,

the men in the Tuskegee Study.
